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The  first  picture  on  page  146  is  the  “black  mill,”  part  of  the 
original  Bigelow  Carpet  Mill.  Picture  2 is  the  center  of  Somers 
and,  to  compare,  the  third  picture  is  the  center  of  Thompsonville. 
Both  pictures  were  taken  about  1 895.  Picture  «4  remains 
unidentified  as  an  Enfield  landmark.  From  South  River  Street, 
picture  #5  is  a look  down  the  railroad  tracks 
On  page  1 47,  picture  # 1 is  a view  of  the  town  pond.  The 
largest  building  in  the  foreground  is  the  old  Enfield  High  School. 
Picture  yourself  standing  on  Main  Street  looking  toward  the 
Bigelow  Mill.  This  is  what  one  would  have  seen  90  years  ago 
(Picture  #2).  Picture  #3  depicts  the  attempted  sabotage  on  the 
trolley  that  ran  from  Springfield  to  Hartford  through  Enfield.  The 
picture  shows  where  the  trolley  was  stopped  for  a publicity  pose 
Pictures  *4  — here  are  some  trolley  tracks  that  once  ran 
through  our  town. 


Picture  one  on  this  page  is  the  original  Bigelow  mill 
after  it  was  gutted  by  fire.  Picture  #2  was  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Enfield.  The  Neighborhood 
Center  now  stands  in  its  place.  The  statue  in  front  of  the 
church  still  stands  today.  Picture  #3,  this  was  the  origi- 
nal Bigelow  mill  before  the  fire. 

The  first  picture  on  page  149  is  the  Thompsonville 
Train  Station  as  it  appeared  about  1945.  The  church 
pictured  below  the  station  was  the  Second  Presbyte- 
rian Church.  In  its  place  now  stands  the  senior  citizen 
center.  Picture  #3  is  how  Pleasant  Street  appeared  in 
1894. 
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On  page  150,  the  first  picture  is  of  the  Old 
Black  Mill,  another  part  of  the  Bigelow-Sanford 
complex.  The  second  picture  is  a view  over  that 
mill  and  the  Connecticut  River  toward  Suffield. 
Picture  #3  is  of  the  “Cora,"  the  ferry  that  ran 
from  Enfield  to  Suffield  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 

The  first  picture  on  this  page  is  of  the  "crack- 
ing mill,"  one  of  the  buildings  that  comprised  the 
Hazard  Powder  Company  It  was  at  the  cracking 
mill  that  gun  powders  were  ground  for  usage. 
Another  look  at  Hazardville,  picture  #2  is  down- 
town Hazardville  in  1 895.  The  church  on  the  right 
is  the  Methodist  Church  that  still  stands  today 
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One  might  have  thought  this  picture  was  taken  last  week, 
but  this  picture  of  the  Hazardville  Institute  (#1)  was  taken 
about  1 897.  It  seems  that  time  hasn't  affected  some  things  . . . 

Picture  two  is  a look  down  North  Main  Street  from  the 
soldier  monument  in  downtown  Thompsonville.  The  two 
buildings  shown  opposite  the  scenes  described  above  are  of 
the  Hazard  Powder  Company  (#3),  and  the  Bigelow-Sanford 
Mill  (#4).  These  companies  were  largely  responsible  for  the 
growth  and  development  of  Enfield  as  we  know  it  today.

We 
have  met  crises  that  might  have  spawned  anarchy  in  other  societies.  We  began  with  a 
struggle  for  mere  survival,  and  have  grown  strong  and  prosperous.  Yet  through  all  our 
triumphs,  we  have  failed  to  become  truly  wise.  The  new  decade  brings  a new  chance  to 
give  our  dreams  life,  it  offers  another  ten  years  to  search  ourselves,  our  world  and 
beyond  for  the  wisdom  we  desperately  need.
